William Logan's opinion that the depos- 
its of lead which have been discovered 
in the township of Ramsay, and else- 
where, are so rich and extensive that 
they may he mined In advantage; This 
opinion does not, of course, justify the 
belief thai the operations which have 
been projected will prove immensely 
profitable — the right vein may not be 
struck, or the enterprise may not be 
carried on economically' It indicates, 
however, that in Mr. Logan's opinion, 
the metal exists in sufficient quantities to 
repay the labor of taking it from the 
earth when found. There is one point 
in favor of lend mining in Canada, and 
| that is the small quantity of fuel which 
is required to smelt it. As the crude 
ore does not contain more than four- 
fifths of pure metal, the cost of trans 
port would be proportionally diminish 
ed by smelting at the mine. As the mat- 
ter is now attracting general attention, a 



silver contained in fhe ore will be found 
in the lead ; hut whether it would answer 
to attempt the separation of the silver, 
which requires other furnaces, will of 
course depend upon the amount present 
in the galena.— [Toronto Globe.

A New British Colony. — It is stated 
in the Zidncy Morning Herald, that Lord 
Derby, who, when pressed from so many 
quarters to accept a transfer of sir James 
Brooke's territory of Sarawak, express- 
ed an opinion that wc have colonies 
Shough already, will lie embarrassed by 
a consular acquisition in the south seas. 
It appears that, on the ) lth of Septem- 
ber last, Thakombau, who claims su- 
premacy as king over the Feejee Islands 
executed a deed ceding the sovereignly 
of all the islands to Queen Victoria. The 
deed stipulates that Thakombau shall re- 
tain his position as chief of the aborigi- 
nal tribes, but shall govern under in- 
structions from Her Majesty's local rep- 
resentative ; and that the UritisJ* Gov- 
ernment shall pay 45,000 dollars de- 
manded by the Americans for compen- 
sation from Thakombau, and shall re- 
ceive in return 200,000 acres of land. 
This agreement was made by Thakom- 
bau with Mr. Pritehard, the British Con- 
sul in Feejee, who has arrived at Sidney 
and is about to come to England with 
the treaty which he has concluded. Tin 
immediate motive which induced Tha- 
kombau to make the cession seems to 
have been an intimation from Captain 
Sinclair, of the American Corvette Van- 
dalia, that, if the S 5,000 dollars were 
nut paid within twelve months, pay- 
ment would he compelled by force. We 
are not told for what injuries the Amer- 
icans have demanded this sum as com- 
pensation ; but wo learn that Captain 
Sinclair, during his visit to Feejee, took 
occasion to chastise the heathen people 
of L'aia, one of the small islands of the 
archipelago, who had previously cooked 
and eaten two Americans, and who inti- 
mated that they had heated ovens to hake 
the whole party which Capt. Sinclair 
sent to burn their village.

Among the items of European intelli- 
gence, of interest to these Colonics, by 
a late arrival, we. Qnd the following : 

The last meeting of the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society was held at Burlington 
House, and on that occasion reports on 
the discovery of no -fewer than three 
practicable passes through that portion 
of the Rocky Mountains lying in British 
territory were read by I lie .Secretary 
Dr. Norton Shaw. The President, Sir 
R. Murehisoil, communicated the intelli- 
gence that her majesty's Secretary for 
the Colonies had acceeded to the request 
of the gallant explorers and discoverers. 
Capt. Palliscr and Dr. Hector, to be al- 
lowed to remain for further investiga- 
tions, and also to choose a near ruiite 
for the return of the parly to England. 
Sir It. .Murchison congratulated her Ma- 
jesty's Government, to whom the society 
was indebted for perusal of Hie valuble 
paper, on this very signal success. The 
names of the new passes were not very 
euphonious, but they would assuredly 
become familiar, since they indicated 
routes by which we should be able to 
cross the. Rocky Mountains in two or 
three place* with far greater facility than 
Hie Americans enjoyed on '.heir side the 
bonier. At present either the Kicking 
Horse Pass or the Vermillion Pass per- 
mitted the transit of goods nearly 2,00(1 
feci lower than had been supposed, 
while the approaches on bulb sides were 
singularly favorable.
